PARIS, April 4.—The marital trou­ 
bles of Count Salm Von Hoogstraeten 
and his wife, formerly Miss Mllliceut 
Rogers, daughter of Col. II.

Count Salm filed suit in the Seine 
tribunal asking for a legal separation. 
The countess filed a counter suit de­ 
manding a divorce. 
Count Salm alleged in his petition 
that his wife “has refused to return to 
her conjugal domicile," which, in plain 
language is an accusation of desertion. 
In filing his suit the count gave his 
I name as Ludwig Albrecht Konstantin, 
Count Salm, and his address as a 
small hotel In the Etoile district. 
The countess gave her name as 
Marie Henriette Rogers and for her ( 
Paris address the name of a luxurious 
apartment In the Rue Varenne on tbs 
left bank of the Seine. She and her 
mother are occupying the apartment. 
It has been reported ever since the 
count’s suit for separation and the 
custody <ft his small son Peter was 
dropped in New York some weeks ago 
that the scene of the domestic litiga­ 
tion would be shifted to Paris.

The Fastest Car 
It is interesting to know that an automobile can go as fast 
ss 207 miles an hour. Now that that’s done, newspaper readers 
v make a mental note of it and turn to something else. Faster 
speeds still will come, and bring little surprise. When the 300- 
miles-per-hour car arrivers, who will care? 
There is no utility in such a car as Segrave’s. What auto­ 
mobilist wants, for his own use or his family’s, a freak car weigh­ 
tier tons, about 20 feet long, built like a sewing machine shuttle, 
with two 12-cylinder motors furnishing 1,000 horsepower? 
There is mechanical interest in it, and sporting interest— 
that is all. The chief thing learned from Segrave’s performance, 
apparently, is that at such tremendous speeds, automobiles must 
be Rebuilt for steering and braking, because they auinot be con­ 
trolled by present mechanism. But is it worth while? 
It is questionable whether any human being has any busi­ 
ness going as fast as 200 miles an hour in any terrestrial ve­ 
hicle. At any rate, in an individual vehicle depending on human 
control every moment. If we are to travel at such speeds regular­ 
ly, there must be automatic safety mechanisms. And it may not 
be worth while to develop them, because the air is the natural 
ipedium for rapid speed. Let the builders of speed-machines now 
concentrate on aircraft, and accomplish something worth while.

The information may be useful to dispel the fears of people 
caught near trees during a storm. Its real usefulness, however, 
will come il\ the fire defense work of the forest service. It is 
hoped that valuable data may he “compiled as to fire hazards in 
forests incident to lightning storms. 
It is-possible that some forest fires may be detected sooner 
br even prevented by such knowledge as the experts se e k . But 
the forest-loving public still remains one of the forest’s most ser­ 
ious menaces. Until people learn to be truly careful about their 
camp fires, their matches and their “smokes,” the forests will 
never be safe from fires.

The Fastest Car 
It is interesting to know that an automobile can go as fast 
aa 207 miles an hour. Now that that’s done, newspaper readers 
make a mental note of it and turn to something else. 
Faster 
■peeds still will come, and bring little surprise. When the 300- 
miles-per-hour car arrivers, who will care? 
There is no utility in such a car as Segrave’s. What auto­ 
mobilist wants, for his own use or his family’s, a freak car weigh- 
four tons, about 20 feet long, built like a sewing machine shuttle, 
with two 12-cylindfer motors furnishing 1,000 horsepower? 
There is mechanical interest in it, and sporting interest— 
that is all. The chief thing learned from Segrave’s performance, 
apparently, is that at such tremendous speeds, automobiles must 
be rebuilt for steering and braking, because they cannot be con­ 
trolled by present mechanism. 
But is it worth while? 
It is questionable whether any human being has any busi­ 
ness going as fast as 200 miles an hour in any terrestrial ve­ 
hicle. At any rate, in an individual vehicle depending on human 
control every moment. If we are to travel at such speeds regular­ 
ly, there must be automatic safety mechanisms. And it may not 
be worth while to develop them, because the air is the natural 
ipedium for rapid speed. Let the builders of speed-machines now 
concentrate on aircraft, and accomplish something worth while.

The trial promises to be one of the 
m ost absorbing in recent years, rank­ 
ing from a news standpoint not. far be­ 
low such famous cases as H arry K. 
Thaw ’s killing of Stanford W hite, the 
Hall-Milis m urders and the slaying ct 
the Frank boy in Chicago by Leopold 
and Loeb—adm ittedly the three out­ 
standing m urder cases in the memory 
of the present generation. 
A netw ork of leased wires is being 
run into the basem ent of the Queens 
county courthouse for use of the hun­ 
dred or more new spaper reporters, 
“sob sisters,” 
and

known to the craft as “trained seals,” 
who will “cover ’ the trial. The word­ 
age th at will click forth on these wires 
is expected to approach in volume the 
am ount sent out of Somerville, N. J.. 
Dayton, Tenn., W hite Plains, N. Y., 
and other “datelines” th at appeared 
coincident with front page dram a in 
recent months.

mour, Henry Judd Gray, accused of 
beating the woman’s husband, Albert 
Snyder, an art editor, to death with an 
iron window weight in the dead of the 
night. 
Steps were being taken today by 
tile authorities to draw a blue ribbon 
panel from which might b e -selected 
“a burning jury”—a jury of high intel­ 
ligence free from sentimentality and 
with no scruples against capital pun 
Isliment and the electric chair for the 
woman as well as the man. 
Ranks With Outstanding Trials. 
The trial promises to be one of the 
most absorbing in recent years, rank­ 
ing from a news standpoint not far be­ 
low such famous cases as Harry K. 
Thaw’s killing of Stanford White, the 
Hall-Mills murders and the slaying ct 
the Frank boy in Chicago by Leopold 
and Loeb—admittedly' the three out­ 
standing murder cases in the memory 
of tho present generation. 
A network of leased wires is being 
run into the basement of the Queens 
county courthouse for use of the hun­ 
dred or more newspaper reporters, 
“sob sisters,” 
and 
special 
writers 
known to the craft as “trained seals,” 
who will “cover ’ the trial. The word­ 
age that will click forth on these wires 
is expected to approach in volume the 
amount sent out of Somerville, N. J.. 
Dayton, Tenn., White Plains, N. Y., 
and other “datelines” that appeared 
coincident with front page drama in 
recent months. 
The Snyder 
trial hasn’t the big 
names of the Thaw and Leopold-Loeb 
caser and lacks the mystery that ar 
rested the public mind in the Hall- 
Mills murders but the personalities in­ 
volved in it are so typical of demo­ 
cratic American life that interest in 
the case is certain to he widespread 
and sustained. There was Snyder, the 
hard-working 
husband 
and 
father: 
Gray, the young married salesman, and 
Mrs. Synder, the housewife and moth 
er experiencing the “urge” of this rest 
less age. 
Woman Culls Style Magazines. 
Then, too, 
Mrs. Snyder, the focal 
figure in the tragedy, Is one of the 
most remarkable women ever held on 
a murder charge. 
She hasn’t broken 
down although Gray is on the verge 
of collapse. She is now planning now 
she will dress and act at the trial. She 
occupies her time in her cell culling 
the style magazines, writing poetrv 
and reading books. 
She is said to be 
studying the philosophical works of 
Schopenhauer and Kant. 
She is the “Lady Macbeth” of the 
case, it is charged. 
Gray claims silt* 
dominated him, 
actually 
hypnotized 
him. 
She chose the gay albiet gaudy 
Gray in preference to a domesticated 
and adoring husband and then plotted 
with Gray, It Is charged, 
her 
hus­ 
band's death. 
She prevailed upon her 
husband to attend a Saturday night, 
party and take plenty of drinks. When 
lie came hoise she helped put him to 
bed. 
As he lay in a semi-stupor lie 
was beaten to death, strangled with 
picture wire and chloroformed. Gray 
had come to the Snyder house in the 
dead of the night and he and Mrs 
Suyder, It is alleged, calmly discussed 
the doing away of Snyder over a bot­ 
tle of whisky.

The Fastest Car 
It is interesting to know that an automobile can go as fast 
Aa 207 miles an hour. 
Now that thats done, newspaper readers 
make a mental note of it and turn to something else. 
Faster 
speeds still will come, and bring little surprise. When the 300- 
miles-per-hour car arrivers, who will care? 
There is no utility in such a car as Segrave’s. What auto­ 
mobilist wants, for his own use or his family’s, a freak car weigh- 
four tons, about 20 feet long, built like a sewing machine shuttle, 
with two 12-cylinder motors furnishing 1,000 horsepower? 
There is mechanical interest in it, and sporting interest— 
th at is all. The chief thing learned from Segrave’s performance, 
apparently, is that at such tremendous speeds, automobiles must 
be rebuilt for steering and braking, because they cannot be con­ 
trolled by present mechanism. 
Hut is it worth while? 
It is questionable whether any human being has any busi­ 
ness going as fast as 200 miles an hour in any terrestrial ve­ 
hicle. At any rate, in an individual vehicle depending on human 
control every moment. If we are to travel at such speeds regular­ 
ly, there must be automatic safety mechanisms. And it may not 
be worth while to develop them, because the air is the natural 
rpedium for rapid speed. Let the builders of speed-machines now 
concentrate on aircraft, and accomplish something worth while.

The Fastest Car 
It is interesting to know that an automobile can go as fast 


as 207 miles an hour. 
Now that that’s done, newspaper readers 
make a mental note of it and turn to something else. 
Faster 
speeds still will come, and bring little surprise. When the 300- 
miles-per-hour car arrivers, who will care? 
There is no utility in such a car as Segrave's. 
What auto 
mobilist wants, for his own use or his family’s, a freak car weigh- 
four tons, about 20 feet long, built like a sewing machine shuttle, 
with two 12-cylinder motors furnishing 1,000 horsepower? 
There is mechanical interest in it, and sporting interest— 
that is all. The chief thing learned from Segrave's performance, 
apparently, is that at such tremendous speeds, automobiles must 
be rebuilt for steering and braking, because they cannot be con­ 
trolled by present mechanism. 
Rut is it worth while? 
It is questionable whether any human being has any busi­ 
ness going as fast as 200 miles an hour in any terrestrial ve­ 
hicle. At any rate, in an individual vehicle depending on human 
control every moment. If we are to travel at such speeds regular­ 
ly, there must be automatic safety mechanisms. And it may not 
be worth while to develop them, because the air is the natural 
Hiediurn for rapid speed. Let the builders of speed-machhies now 
concent l ate on aircraft, and accomplish something worth while.

If some varieties or types of trees are more likely to be 
struck by lightning than others, the United States Forest Service 
will find it out. 
Experts are now .studying forest conditions to 
ascertain which, if any, trees “draw lightning.”

:augnt near trees during a storm. 
Its real usefulness, however, 
will come iiythe fire defense work of the forest service. 
It is 
hoped that valuable data may be compiled as to fire hazards in 
forests incident to lightning storms. 
It is possible that some forest fires may be detected sooner 
Dr even prevented by such knowledge as the experts seek. But 
the forest-loving public?still remains one of the forest’s most ser­ 
ious menaces.
